NEW INTERITANGE 
TAK LAW UPHELD 
BY GEORGE NAPIER 


Attorney General To In- 
struct Tax Commission- 
er To Be Governed by 
Recent Legislative Act. 


WILL GIVE OPINION 
TO DOZIER TODAY 


Recent Opinion by Assist- 
ant Attorney General 
Gress, Holding Act Un- 
constitutional, Reversed. 


State Tax Commissioner James A. 
Dozier will be instructed today by At- 
torney General George M. Napier to 
collect inheritance taxes under the act 
passed by the recent general assembly 
rather than under the previous statute, 
reversing a recent opinion by Assist- 
ant Attorney General Thomas R. 
Gress to the effect that the new law 
was unconstitutional. 

In a lengthy opinion to be made pub- 
lic today, Mr. Napier holds that the 
new act repeals the existing law by 
superseding it and by implication. It 
is possible for the legislature to do 
this where it does not intend to re- 
peal a law expressly, Mr. Napier said 
Wednesday night. He quoted Justice 
Hines of the supreme court in a de- 
cision directly covering this point in 
his opinion to Mr. Dozier. 

Though sustaining Mr. Gress in his 
contention that the legislature cannot 
expressly repeal an existing law by 
implication, the attorney general holds 
that if the later act is consistent with 
the existing law, then it can supersede 
the present law and repeal it by im- 
plication. 

The new law merely changes the 
manner in which such a tax is to be 
levied and the amount which is to be 
collected, thereby being consistent 
‘with the existing law. 

Mr. Napier also holds that the new 
act will stand as the law under which

Atlanta Federation of 
| Trades Indorses Issue 
and Refuses To Oppose 
Increase in Taxes. 


SIMS TO PROPOSE 
$5,000,000 ISSUE 


Will Fight Any Increase 
in Taxes — Clubwomen 
Act at Meeting Held in 
College Park. 


Developments in the movement for 
. bond issue for general improvements 
in Atlanta came thick and fast Thurs- 
day, including approval of bonds by 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades and 
the fifth district, Georgia Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, and the declaration 
of Mayor Walter A. Sims that he 
would submit a proposal for a $5,000,- 
000 issue which would eliminate the 
necessity of a tax increase in the city. 

Approval of the trades federation 
was embodied in a resolution which 
placed the organization on record as 
favoring a bond issue of $12,000,000 
or more, for “needed improvements in 
schools, sewers, waterworks, a tuber- 
culosis sanitarium, and a new city 
hall.” Indorsement of “adequate bonds 
for better sewage, better schools, a 
new city hall and waterworks needs,” 
was carried in a resolution adopted by 
the fifth district club women in a gen- 
eral meeting at College Park. 

Oppose Raise In Taxes. 

Mayor Sims‘ announcement that he 
would recommend the $5,000,000 issue 
came in a statement in which he’ de- 
clared opposition to any increase in 
city taxes. He stated that he would 
oppose a bond issue of any size or 
nature which would raise taxes and 
it was indicated that he would veto 
an ordinance to this effect if one 
should pass council. 

Following an almost unanimous vote 
by the trades federation body in favor 
of a big bond issue, an attempt to 
place the body on record as opposed to 
a tax increase for a bond issue was 
defeated by a close vote. Councilman 
Claude Ashley and others explained to 
the meeting that passage of such a 
measure would be tantamount to off- 
setting the effect of approving the bond 
issue’ proposal. 

The resolution adopted. by the club 
women was presented by Mrs. W. B. 
‘Price-Smith, chairman, who was as- 
sisted by other members of the resolu- 
tion committee. 

| Mayor’s Proposal. 

“The recommendation of a $5,000,- 
000 bond issue or approximately that 
‘amount will be made as soon as 
| receive the estimates as to the prob- 
able cost of the two proposed viaducts

'“This information will be received

CONFEDERATES ASK 
FOREXTRASESSION 
UPON SCRIP ISSUE 


After Heated Argument 
Governor Walker Is Re- 
quested To Call Session 
To Settle Scrip Bill. 


GENERAL TWIGGS 
IS MEMORIALIZED 


Sons of Veterans’ Speak- 
er Urges Movement for 
True History of Civil 
War for Schools. 


Albany, Ga., October 14—()— 
Confederate veterans of the Georgia 
division, in session here, tonight call- 
ed upon Governor Clifford Walker to 


leonvene the Georgia general assembly 


in extra session for the purpose of 
settling the fate of the Confederate 
veteran scrip bill passed by the last 
legislature. 

The bill has been declared unconsti- 
tutional by Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral T. R. Gress. 

Lengthy discussion preceded the de- 
cision ‘of the veterans to put the scrip 
bill issue squarely up to Governor 
Walker. John W. Clark, pension com- 
missioned, made a lengthy report on 
the scrip bill during the afternoon ses- 
sion, explaining the steps taken to have 
it passed by the legislature and subse- 
quent developments, including the 
opinion recently expressed by the as- 
sistant attorney general. 

llowing Mr. Clark’s report, there 
was a demand for a speech by ex- 
Governor Harris and the former chief 
executive responded with an address 
in which he declared there was no 
necessity for an extra session of the 
legislature. He said no legal flaws 
had been found in the bill by Attor- 
ney General George N. Napier, and 
the only obstacle to carrying out pro- 
visions of the measure was the method 
of raising funds to redeem the scrip. 

The discussion grew so heated after 
the address of ex-Governor Harris 
that the veterans remained in session 
all afternoon, preventing a scheduled 
automobtile ride about the city and a 
street parade. 

A short recess was taken for sup- 
per and the veterans then returned 
to the hall to resume their discussion 
of the scrip bill. While the proceed- 
ings went on, hundreds had gathered 
in the street to witness the parade, 
but the veterans remained within their 
meeting place and the “grand march” 
through the city was called off. 

Adopted by Big Vote. 

Some of the veterans contended that 
the constitutionality of the bill had 
been seriously questioned and would 
have to be tested in court. Others 
held that the only question involved 
was the raising of the money. Vig- 
orous protest was voiced against the 
legislature’s policy of “caring for oth- 
er needs before considering the needs 
of the old soldiers.” Finally the 
formal resolution calling upon the 
governor to convene the agsembly for 
the purpose of determining the scrip 
bill matter was adopted by a large 


majority.

Her frank, “Why, yes; I didn’t think 
there was anything wrong” in marry- 
ing three men since February, 1924, 
has caused police to throw up their 
hands and turn the case over to the 
psychologists. 

Virginia was arrested Wednesday 
at the request of her third husband, 
Harry Rosenberg, a cabaret waiter. 
Rosenberg told police that while he 
was waiting on tables his wife was 
waiting for men. 

* According to Rosenberg, the girl 


first married Frank Adams, of Tuck- 
ahoe, N. Y., on February 24, 1924, 
and then became the wife of Louis E. 
Schmidt, a sailor of Brooklyn, on 
April 19 of this year. A month ago 
she became the wife of Rosenberg. 
They were deeply in love until Sep- 
tember 11, Rosenberg said, when he 
became suspicious and learned of his 
wife's other mgrital ventures.

Of a dozen men brought into the 
contempt hearing, only one escaped 
punishment, Arthur Pendl, former 
jail guard, who accepted $100 after 
he had escorted Lake to Lake’s sis- 
ter’s funeral. 

One new figure was brought into 
the list of those facing the court’s 
wrath, Dr. Franklin R. Percival, in 
whose office Druggan spent 90 days 
of the year he was sentenced to serve 
for contempt of court in operating a 
brewery which Judge Wilkerson or- 


dered padlocked. Dr. Percival was 
held to the federal grand jury in $3,- 
000 bail. 

Hoffman, Westbrook, Druggan, 
Lake, Henry Foerst, formerly West- 
brook’s secretary and confessed col- 
lector of bribes, and Hans Thompson 
and James Fitzgerald, former assist- 
ant jail wardens, also were prdered 
held to the federal grand jury in $3,- 
000 bail each for violating four sec- 
tions of the federal code. 

Judge Wilkerson absolbed Sheriff 
Hoffman from connection with the 
bribe-taking and corruption in his 
jail, but Hoffman was scolded for not 
seeing what he should have seen and 
for closing his eyes after he had been 
shown.

STE FOR PLANT 


Alderman Hartsfield 
Also Proffers Free Use 
of Candler Field for 
Landing Purposes. 


Free use of Candler field as an avia- 
tion base and donation of ample land 
for an airplane manufacturing plant 
or any other kind of plant was ten- 
dered Henry Ford through his repre- 
sentative, William B. Stout, by Alder- 
man W. B. Hartsfield Wednesday. Mr. 
Hartsfield made this offer subject to 
the approval of council as an induce- 
ment to Mr. Ford to build a manu- 
facturing plant in Atlanta and to cen- 
ter his airplane activities in this sec- 
tion in this city. ; 

Mr. Hartsfield accompanied Mr. 
Stout to Candler field and showed him 
the advantages of that field as a land- 
ing site for planes, The city has 300 
acres available at Candler field and is 
now using 30 acres in the establish- 


ment of an air base. 

“Mr. Stout was well pleased with 
Candler field as a landing point for 
planes,” Mr. Hartsfield sai “The 
offer of free use of the field was made 
so that Mr. Stout would know that 
this city would not charge the Ford 
company any fees for landing planes 
on the field as are charged in several 
other cities.” 

The offer of the use of the field and 
the free site for a factory was taken 
under advisement by Mr. Stout, who 
will communicate details to Mr, Ford.

PLAN FOR MERGER 


Kansas City-Southern, 
Cotton Belt and Katy, 
With Possibility of Fris- 
co in Consolidation. 


New York, October 14.—()— 
Plans for the creation of a new 
southwestern railroad system, com- 
bining the Kansas City Southern, 
‘Missouri-Kansas-Texas, and St. Louis 
Southwestern railways, with other 
possible additions, 
tonight by L. F. Loree, chairman of 
the Kansas City Southern railway’s 
executive committee. 

Eventual inclusion of the St. Louis- 
San Francisco railway in the proposed 
merger is considered a virtual certain- 
ty in view of Mr. Loree’s statement 
that other additions were contem- 
plated. 

Such a system would have total as- 
sets of almost $1,000,000,000 more than 
11,000 miles of trackage, and a com- 
bined capitalization and funded debt 
exceeding $750,000,000. 

Publication of the merger plans fol- 


lowed the announcement of Charles 
Hayden, chairman of the Chicago. 
| Rock Island and Pacific railway, that 
ithis road’s holdings of St. Louis- 
| Southwestern stock had been sold to 
the Kansas City Southern. Pro- 
posals of the Rock Island to effect a 
merger with the Cotton Belt, after 
acquiring most of the Gould stock- 
holdings last spring, recently were 
blocked by opposition from the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

“The Kansas City Southern Rail- 
way company,” said Mr. Loree in a 
formal statement, “has acquired a sub- 
stantial interest in the stock of the 
St. Louis-Southwestern Railway com- 


pany, commonly known as the Cotton 
Belt. This step was contemplated 
when the company acquired, a few

gulf seaboards, the great lakes and 
the interior.” 

The Cincinnati Chamber of Com- 
merece has passed a resolution calling 
on its representatives and senators 
“not to permit the shipping board to 
be divested of its authority.” 

Some Washington officials sympa- 
thize with the demand of the south 
and west for shipping, but at the 
same time either favor one-man man- 
agement for the sake of efficiency, or 
else disapprove the whole idea of 
the government being in the shipping 
business. From such a source has 
come a suggestion that the difficulty 
be solved by the government making 
an outright present, without cost, of 
its Ships to any chambers of commerce 
or to groups of business men vouched 
for by their local chambers of com- 
merce, who will undertake«to accept 
the ships and operate them. 

This course, it is pointed out, would 
rid the government of its ships, free 
it of the operating deficits, take the 
government out of the shipping busi- 
ness, and at the same time provide 
ships and shipping to any local ports 
with sufficient initiative and _ suffi- 
cient business to maintain them. An 
addition to this suggestion is that, 
wherever a local American shipping 
line thus operated can show it loses 
money wholly by reason of foreign 
competition, in such eases the Ameri- 
can government might undertake to 
meet half the operating loss by a na- 
tional subsidy.

London, October 14.—An imaginary 
Prince of Wales will arrive at Vic-

Welcoming the veterans on behalf 
of the city of Albany, Mayor E. H. 
Kalmon offered police assistance to 
secure anything the visitors desired. 
Welcoming addresses were also made 
by R. E. D. Spence, Jr., of the local 
camp, Sons of Veterans, and from 
the churches by Rey. J. N. Peacock, 
pastor of the Methodist church. 

General J. A. Thomas, responding 
to the addresses of welcome, protest- 
ed against the lavish hospitality of 
Albanians, declaring that the veterans 
were actually ashamed to accept it. 

Dr. W. A. Dancy, speaking for the 
Georgia division of the Sons of Veter- 
ans urged a movement to have his- 
tories of the civil war corrected, de- 
claring that. many inaccurate state- 
ments are to be found in histories in 
the state schools and that the cause 
for which the south fought is too 
often misrepresented. General W. B. 
Freeman was scheduled to speak at 
the morning session, but was unable 
to attend. 

Following adjournment at 1 o'clock 
the yeterans were carried to the local 
fair ground where they were served 
a barbecue dinner. 

Governor Clifford Walker was in- 
formed late Wednesday night by The 
Constitution of the veterans action, 
but said that he had no statement 
to make until he has given the mat- 
ter thought. 

In a recent opinion, Assistant Attor- 
ney General Thomas R. Gress said 
that the scrip bill is not “worth the 
paper it is written on,” and is un- 
constitutional because it creates a 
debt on the state when the constitu- 
tion states that the state’s débt shall 
not be increased save to cover a tem- 
porary deficit not to exceed $500,000, 
to repel invasion or suppress insur- 
rection.

Bishop Murray, who is 68 years of 
age, was engaged in business for 12 
years before entering the ministry at 
the age of 36.

Madison, N. J., but at the death of 
his father was forced to abandon his 
plans for the moment and become a 
bookkeeper, in 1881, for a coal and | 
iron company, at Selma, Ala.

The deluge not only disappointed 
close to 50,000 fans, the largest crowd 
of the series, but continued steadily 
tonight with prospects that it would 
even be impossible to resume play 
tomorrow. 

The weather man's forecast was 
for rain throughout the night and 
morning, with a chance of clearing 
in the afternoon. Even so it would 
be doubtful whether the diamond 
would be in playing condition, al- 
though tarpaulins were spread over 
the infield to keep as much of the 
fiell as possible from becoming a 
quagmire. 

The delay came unexpectedly, in 
spite of the overcast skies and murky 
atmosphere of the day, but the ac- 
companying extra day of rest was 
hailed as a benefit by followers of 
both clubs after the first feeling of 
disappointment had subsided. 

Benefit to Pitchers. 

The benetit rests chiefly among the 
pitching. aces of the rival staffs, Wal- 
ter Johnsoon and Vie Aldridge, who 
tonight were picked definitely — by 
Managers Bill McKechnie and Bucky 
Harris tor the final battle in which 
the title now held by Washington 
and the aspirations entertained by 
Pittsburgh both will be in the balance. 

These two, each victorious twice 
so far and standing head and should- 
ers above all twirling rivals, were 
slated to have had it out in the final 
struggle today in spite of the short 
rest they have had.

Occupants of the machine 
which struck the youth failed to stop.

FREIGHT RATE CHANGE 


Boston. October 14.—(4)—The sug- 
gestion that freight rate changes are 
likely to lead to increased: competition 
in the markets for cotton. goods was 
made by the rates and transportation 


committee in its report to the annual 
meeting of the National Association of 
Cotton Manufacturers here today. 

“Freight rates over the country,” the 
report said, “are in a particularly un- 
settled state and the outcome of pres- 
ent investigations cannot be definitely 
determined. There is, however, one 
seeming surety and that is that the 
result of these investigations will di- 
vert in many commodities the source 
of traffic flow to the markets of the 
country, cause the opening up of new 
districts for the fabrication of raw 
materials and force manufacturers at 
their present locations to face a com- 
petition more keen than they have 
heretofore experienced. 

“Each individual catton manufac- 
turer is much more interested in this 
subject than he realizes. Instances are 
not rare where a failure to merchan- 
dise a product is known to be due to 
higher freight rates than from a com- 
petitive manufacturing point or sec 
tion. 

“Long distance hauls on the eastern 
railroads have greatly improved but 
local rail service within New Eng- 
land particularly, seemed to haye lag- 
ged. The aid we may expect from the 
railroads traversing the northeastern 
district im preserving our industry in 
its present location, is questionable.”

HARVEST DELAYED 


Washington, October 14.—(/)— 
Crop and weather conditions in south- 
ern states for the week ended yester-. 
day were summarized by the~depart- 
ment of agriculture today as follows: 

There was considerable rainfall in 
the central-northern and northwestern 
portions of the cotton belt from Ten- 
nessee and northern Mississippi west- 
ward, and picking was interrupted in 
that area. In other portions of the 
belt the weather was generally favor- 
able for field work, and harvest made 
satisfactory advance. There was some 


'frost in northern cotton districts, but 


no material damage occurred, except 
for some harm locally in the north- 


west. | 

In Texas cotton has made some new 
growth, but prospects for a top crop 
are still poor because of weevil and 
worms, with the general condition un- 
changed; picking was delayed in the 
north and west, and some damage to 
staple was reported. In Oklahoma 
cotton deteriorated, with harvest great- 
ly retarded and grade lowered by con- 
there was considerable 
frost’ damage in the northeast, but 
none elsewhere. Rains were also un- 
favorable in Arkansas except in the 
southern portion, where the weather 
was favorable for harvest; no frost 
damage was reported. 

In Tennessee there was some inter- 
ruption to harvest, and in the north- 
ern portions of Alabama and Missis- 
sippi. Elsewhere. the weather was 
generally favorable, and harvest made 
satisfactory advance, with practically 
all of the crop gathered in South Caro- 
lina and picking nearly completed in 
southern North Carolina. Rainfall in 
Arizona was favorable for picking; 
picking was somewhat retarded by 
showers in California. 

The cool weather was beneficial for 
cane in Louisiana. Truck in the 
sontheast is in mostly poor condition 
and still needs rain. 

Conditions by states follow: 

North Carolina: Cooler with light 
to killing frost on 11th and some ten- 
der truck and late ecorn damaged; 
otherwise slight, owing to dry condi- 
tions and early maturity of crop. 
Good progress in picking cotton, gath- 
ering apples and harvesting corn and 
forage crops. Cotton turning out well 
in north and central; picking nearly 


| completed in south. 


South Carolina: Cotton practical- 
ly all picked except gleanings from 
late plantings and late top bolls with 
ginning accordingly. Corn, forage, 
sweet potato and peanut harvest re- 
sults disappointing. Drouth unreliev- 
ed but scattered light showers improv- 
ed soil for fall plowing, which made 
some progress. 

Georgia: Temperature above nor- 
mal with light showers beneficial but 
inadequate. Harvesting corn, potatoes, 
rice and peanuts rapidly nearing com- 
pletion. Much syrup made. Gather- 
ing pecans general. Pastures some- 
what improved. Sugar cane poor ac- 
count of drouth. Some wheat sown 
and a large acreage in oats. 

Alabama: 
places in central and north on 10th. 
Sweet potatoes and minor crops fair 
to good. Picking and ginning of cot- 
ton made good progress, thaugh de- 


layed locally by showers and labor | 


shortage: picking finished or nearing 
completion in most sections, though in 
scattered areas some field of open cot- 
ton unpicked account of lack of 
pickers. 

Mississippi: Seattered showers in 
places and lack of sunshine interfered 
with cotton picking in north with 
small damage to staple and bolls of 
some sprouting in fields; mostly dry 
in south and central, where picking 
progress very good to excellent with 
practically no damage to staple. 

Louisiana: Mueh cotton picked 
and ginned, though rains retarded 
to some extent; plants de- 
foliated by worms many : localities. 
Cane benefited by cool weather middle 
of week which favored maturity and 
harvest; threshing of late rice con- 
tinued. Some fall oats sown. Har- 
vests more satisfactory than expected. 

Texas: Light and excessive rains 
delayed fall seeding in some sections 
but favorable for pastures, winter 
wheat, oats, late feed and minor crops 
and their condition is good. Cotton 
made some new growth but prospects 
for top crop still poor account weevil 
and worms; general condition un- 
changed; picking, ginning and opening 
delayed in north and west by rain and 
some damage to staple. 

Oklahoma: Cold and rains unfavor- 
able for maturing and harvesting of 
all late crops, heavy to killing frost 
and freezing in north.
